RussraAns!—At length the enemy of our countey—the foe 
of its independence and freedoinn—has experienced a portion of 
that terrihle vengeance which his ambitious and unprincipled 
aggression had aroused, From the peried of his march from 
Wilna, his army, great in numbers, assured in valour and dis- 
cij-line, and elated at the remembrance of victories gained in 
other regions, threatened no less than the entire subjugation of 
the Russians. The system which we had thought fit to adopt 
streagthened that confidence. The sanguinary battles fought on 
his route, and which gave him temporary possession of Smo- 
lensk, flattered him with all the iNusions of victory, He reach- 
ed Moscow, and he believed himself invincible and invulne- 
rable, He now exulted in the idea of reaping the fruit of fis 
twils—of obtaining for his soldiers comfortable winter quarters, 
and of sending out from thence, next spring, fresh forces to ra- 
vage and barn our cities, make captives ef our countrymen, 
overthrow our laws and holy religion, and subject every thing 
to his lawless will, Vain, presumptuous hope! insolent, de- 
grading menace! A population of fortyanillions, attached to

The 26th. and 97th French Bulletins, which arrived 
yesterday morning, prove that the Grand Army, though 
certainly retreating, is yet in so formidable a condition, as 
‘| to compel the. Russians to he rather the spectators of its 
movements, than the chastizers of its temerity.—These 
Bulletins bring down the operations of the French Army 
to the 27th ult. only ; ‘but accounts from Paris state, that 
“the head-quarters of the Grand Army were on the lst 
November at Wiazma, about 40 leagues from Smolensk,” 
and they add the following particulars :—** The Prince Vice- 
roy, who had beaten and dispersed_a large Russian army, 
had rejoined the centre of the army, not being able longer to 
go in pursuit of the enemy, without departing tuo far from 
the'line of general operations, We expect to sec the whole 
army cantoned between Smolensk, Witepsk, and Minsk, in 
ithe first fortnight in November. This fertile aud healthy 
‘country offers abundant “dnd tranquil winter quarters ; the 
cavalry will ‘find furage. The dry weather facilitates the 
movements of the Lfroops, and keeps them is good health. 
The ulterior plans and object of the new campaiga canovt 
and ought not to be'divined; ut already we perceive that 
the march of the Army from Moscow -by Smolensk and 
Witepsk is ‘much less a retrograde than a lateral move- 
ment,-by which the head-quarters, ig wearer Petersburgh 
by alpest 40 leagues., If the- eyes of the Russians be not 
opened by the. burning and destruction of the first capital ; 
if the War faction, resolved npon risking every thing, cae 
not be lowered but by -the burning or destruction of the 
second capital of the empires. if, in one word, peace aa 
only be signed at’ Petersburgh, it is evident that the coa- 
centration of the Grand Army in the environs of Smolensk 
and Witepsk, was the preliminary condition of that opera 
tion; Girected-tow ards that ond.”
